LENT 

The prophet Joel give: the 
theme of Lent in his second 
Chapter where we find: ' Be . 
converted to Me v/ith a! I your 
heart, in fasting and in weep¬ 
ing' and in mourning: and 
rend your hearts and not 
your garments and turn to the 
Lord your God." (v. i 2, 13) 
Lent traditionally is a ti me of 
penance and self-denial but 
sometimes we look at these 
practices as merely negative. 
The more important aspect of 
Lent may be summed up in 
Joel's words: "Be converted 
to Me." Lent, then, Is not 
merely giving something up: 
at times it is of far more val¬ 
ue to try to do more for those 
you love, putting yourself out 
to make the lives of your 
loved ones happier. 

Every beginning presents a 
challenge—and every chal¬ 
lenge to which a response is 
given benefits the entire 
world. Lent is a time God 
particularly claims for Him¬ 
self when we are to look into 
our hearts to see where we 
stand in relationship to God 
and our neighbor. The ! atter 
we are to love as we love our¬ 
selves and surely who iis more^ 
our neighbor than the mem¬ 
bers of our own families? 

Our lives are compared in 
Sacred Scripture to ships that 
pass in the night and return 
no more or to the brief flight 
of birds across the horizon 
and then out of sight. Our 
time, our talent, our strength

When you fav¬ 
orably '• affect those nearest 
and dearest to you, you per¬ 
form a. service which no one 
else can achieve. Enter this 
Lent looking at it more as a 
conversion to God by adding 
positively to the lives of your 
loved ones.
